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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 1-8 are allowed 
because the prior art fail to teach or fairly suggest a laser diode module as recited in the claims, 
especially with means for controlling the lasing wavelength of the laser diode device on the basic 
of outputs of said first and second photodetector parts (in claims 1-3) and along with a collimator 
for coUimating incident light of the laser diode (in claims 4-8). 

2. Fanton et al. ('080) discloses in Fig. 1 a laser diode module as claims 1-3 except for a 
wavelength selective member and a collimator for coUimating incident light. 

Gjelsnes et al. ('902) discloses in Fig. 5 a laser diode module as claimed with a 
wavelength selective member 5, 10 and 11. However, Gjelsnes fails to teach means for 
controlling lasing wavelength of the laser diode from the outputs of photo detectors.
